Meyor Trout Held Responsible for the 
Firing on the Lynchérs and Forced to 
Hide Himseelf—Others Concerned in 
the Slaughter Find Other ates 
Better Suited to Their He ntense 
Excitement in the Vicinity of the 
UWodertaker’s Establishment Where 


the Bodies Are Lying. 


ROANOKE, Va.,Sept. 21.—A squad or twenty 
men took the negro Smith from three police- 
Men just before 5 o’clock this morning and 
hanged him toa hickory umb on Nisth ave- 
nue, southwest, in the residence section of 
the city. They riddled his body with bullets 
and let a placard on it, saying: Tui is 
Mayor Trout’s friend.’’ 

A Coroner’s jury of business men was sum- 
moned and viewed the body of the negro and 


rendered a verdict of death atthe bands of 
unknown men. Thousands of persons visited 


the scene of the lynching between daylight 
and 8:50 o’clock, when the body was cut 
Gown. After the jury completed its work 
the body was placed in the hands of officers, 
who were unable to keep back the mob. 
Three hundred men tried to drag the body 
through the streets of the town, but Kev. 
Campbell of the First Presbyterian Church, 
and k. R. Moormans, with pleas and by force, 
prevented them. Capt. Moormans hired a 
wagon and the body was put in 
it. It was then conveyed to 
the bank of the Roanoke, about 
one mile from the sceneof the lynching. 


Here the body was dragged from the wagon 


by ropes for about 20) yards and burned. 

Piles of dry brush wood were brought and 
the body was placed upon it and more brush 
wood on the body, leaving only the head 
bare. The whole pile was saturated with 
coal oil and a match applied. The body was 
consumed within an- hour. The cremation 
was witnessed by several thousand persons. 

At one time the mobdthreatened to bury the 
negro iu Mayor Trout’s yard. There is much 
indignation againét Mayor Trout and the 
militia and many threats of vengeance have 
been openly made. Capt. Bird, the com- 
mani er of the militia, has left town. Mayor 
Trout nas also disappeared and President 
Buckner of the City Council is acting Mayor. 

Excitement is running high now. The 
citizens are now talking of holding an indig- 
nation meeting, and it is rumored on the 
streets that threats are being made to burn 
the town unless satisfaction of some sort 1s 
rendered. Crowds throng the streets and all 
the public places. 

There is an immense crowd in front of 
Oakey & Woolwine, the undertakers, where 
several ofthe dead bodies ile. The number 
of killed was exaggerated last night, and 
now it is found that only nine men are dead. 

Mrs. Bishop bad come into the city to sell 
vegetables. She is a middle-aged woman 
with grown sons and daughters. Smith en- 
ticed her to a house on pretense of taking her 
to a Miss Hicks, who wanted vegetables. 
There he demanded her money, secured §2, 
and attempted to cut her throat. He choked 
her with a wire, but she managed to knock 
the razor from his hand. He struck her inthe 
head withabrick andran away. She was 


etunned for only a moment, and on recover- 


ing gave tie alarm. 

Smith tried to board a passing coal train, 
but was thrown off bya negro brakeman. 
He then ran away intothecountry. His trail 
was fresh when the police heard Mrs. 
Bishop's story and started in pursuit, 

Detective Baldwin started on horseback in 
pursuit of the assailant and overtook him in 
the suburbs. Thenegro gave his name as 
Robert Smith. Baldwin was met by a mob of 
several hundred persons who tried to take 
the prisoner to lynch him. Baldwin ts a 
nervy man, with a record for marksmanship

Mayor Trout and Commonwealth Attorney 
Hardaway addressed the mob,assuring them 
that the fall penalty of the jaw would be en- 
forced if the negro’s gullt should be estab- 
lished. This seemed to satisfy them fora 
time, but a few remained to watch the jail to 
see that no effort was made to remove the 
prisoner, and those who left were evidently 
Getermined that this was not the last oppor- 
tunity. It was nowll o'clock. The crowd 
began to increase soon after noon and by 5 
o'clock it was too big be handled by fhe 
city’s fifteen policemen. 

The Roanoke Light Infantry, the only mi- 
tla organization of the place, was called out 
and with a squad of twelve men charged the 
crowd with fixed bayonets, driving them 
from the square after making two arrests.

NK FAILURE 
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Crowns an Attempted Train Rob- 


bery on the Illinois Central. 


Trainmen Show Fight and Three 
Are Wounded. 


One of the Attacking Party Captured 
on the Spot. 


ANOTHER FOUND AT HIS MOTHER’s 
HOME IN CENTRALIA. 


Two Are Missing and One Is Thourht to 
Be GSericusly Wounded—A Brakeman 
Who Hed Been Hunting and Had His 
Gun With Him Uses It Effsctively— 
Talk of Lynching Induces Robber D. 
L. Jones to Confsss—A Gang Organ- 
ized in St Louis.

robders has just made a 
statement that the headquarters 
ofthe gang 1s No. 1315, Chouteau avenue, St. 
Loais,and Joe Harti n. the escaped member of 
the gang is supposed to be hoaded for that 
place. The scheme was concocted in 
St. Louis, at 1313 Chouteau avenue, three 
months ago by Jones, Hartins and O' Dwyer.

A call was made at 1313 Chouteau avenue 
this afternoon by a Post-DIsPaTcH re- 
porter and confirmation of Jones’ story 
was secured. Mrs. Page, the landlady, 
remembered both Jones and Hartins well. 
Jones boarded and roomed in tde 
house. Hortens only took nis 
meals there. He had a room at 
1810 Chouteau avenue. Jones’ trunk is still 
at Mrs., Page’s house and some ot Hart. 
ing’ clothes are at No. 1310. Jones left 
last Monday and said he was goingto Mo- 
berly, Mo. Hartins left on the same day and 
said he was going to Kansas City. Mrs. 
Page Knew nothing about the men except 
that they represented to her that they were 
working in the Union Depot yards. 


CENTRALIA, HI., Sept. 21.—The train rop- 
bing epidemic reached this place shortly be- 
fore 12 o’clock last night, with far different 
results, however, thanthe recent robbertes 
on the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern at 
Kessler, Ind., and Mimeral Range road 
at Hancock, Mich. The attempted 
robbery here—for the bandits went 
away empty-handed—occurred on the 
Illinois Central road at the coal 
chute, just south of the city. The train 
which was attacked by the outlaws was the 
Chicago-New Orleans limited, which left 
Chicago at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The train was a heavy one and could not 
keep to schedule time, arriving heretwo and 
a half hours late. Yesterday afternoon three 
Strangers were noticed lounging around 
the Illinois Central Depot, but nothing 
was thought of it at the time, the belief being 
that they were waiting for a passenger train 
to go out of the city. It is supposed that 
these were the robbers. It is belleved that 
when the limited pulled up here the robbers 
got on the front end of the express car and 
when the coal chute was reached, where coal 
was taken on, they climbed over the tender, 
ready to carry out their plan of deviltry. 

As the train was about to start after coal- 
ing two of the outlaws confronted Engineer 
Youngand Fireman McDonough and com- 
manded them to stop, 

Lon't move for your lite,“ they were 
told, but the engineer and fireman paid no 
heed to the command, and made a spring for 
the robbers. They were met with shots from 
the revolvers in the hands of the rob. 
ders, which laid them low forthe time 
being. Engineer Young was seriously 
‘wounded. He was shot twice, one of the bul- 
lets entering the shoulder and plowing 
through the arm down to the elbow, where 
it made its exit, and the other penetrated the 
back and lodged in the left hip. The freman 
received a shot in the forehead and one in 
the leg. 

The two robbers then proceeded to the 
express car, where they demanded admit- 
tance, but were met with shots from the 
express messenger. Volley after volley 
wero fired by both the besieged and beslegers 
until the door was shot fullof holes. The 
robbers introduced some novel tactics in 
their work. When the messenger 
had emptied his revolvers and was 
reloading them, the robberstrieda plan for 
which they had prepared. They had grap- 
pling hooks. These they fastened on the top 
ofthe express car and with ropes lowered 
themselves tothe top ofthe door. This was 
done to avoid being a target for the bullets 
that soon began to pour through the side of 
the coach from the inside. The mas. 
senger was aiming low, while 
serenely above them the two rod 
bers were wielding a heavy sledge. 
The door did not withstand the assault and 
soon an opening large enough for the robbers 
to enter showed itself. Through this hole, 
revolvers in hands, they faced the jrallroad 
men.

Among the passengers was an ‘old-time 
brakeman named Jake Sanders of Duquoin. 
He had deen hunting and had a shot-gun 
with htm. He immediately proceeded to the 
express car. sbot-gun in hand, and on ar- 
fiving there commenced fring on the two 
robbers in the car, who were slowly but 
surely gaining the supremacy over Con- 
| auctor Mum and the express messenger. 
One of Sanders’ shots took effect on one of 
‘the robbers,and he sank tothe floor 
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shadow up tothis time, came out and com- 
menced firing at Sanders from the shadows 
of the coal chute. His aim wag bad, how- 
ever, and Sanders escaped unhurt. When 
the wounded robber fell tothe floor the two 
others, seeing that the game was up, started 
on a run and disappeared in the darkness. 

As soon as the outlaws had taken their de- 
parture one of the train hands went back to 
Centralia and aroused the Marshal, who im- 
mediately organized searching parties. 

When the facts became known generally 
excitement was at a high pitch, and there 
was considerable talk of lynching, but for- 
tunately for the wounded’ robber the cooler 
heads inthe party controlled, and he was 
taken to jail, wherea physician dressed his 
wounds. It is not tho he can survive. 


While the shooting in the express car was 
going on, Conductor Odum was slightly 
wounded in the hand. 

The wounded robber, who gave his name 
as George Jones, was carried tothe station. 
On his person was found passes under the 
name of Dan L. Jones and a traveling card 
from a Chicago Orderof ‘Railway Trainmen 
society, issued Aug. 24, also a switchman’s 
card, issued by the Santa Fe routé at Kansas 
City. He gave the names ot the other two 
robbers as Martin Nichols and J. Hardin. 

The wounded robber *reteived the charge 
of shot over the left 9 Engineer Behja- 
min Young was shot fm the shoulder and in 
the center of the back. The fireman was hit 
in the chin and forehead, the ball lodging in 
the neck. 

The wounded bandit M custody was threat- 
ened with lynching hiess he made a full 
confession. Jones isa Catholic and a priest 
was introduced, and gones then gave the 
names of the gang, Who he claimed were 
named O'Dwyer, Harding and Nichols. 
He also implicated a man dy the 
name of! Martin from Duquoin, who he 
claimed was not with the gang at the time of 
the robbery. O’Dwyer’s home is in this city, 
and his house was immediately surrounded 
and his surrender demanded. His mother 
refused admission. to the searching party 
and they kept guard over the house untl 
daylight, when O’Dwyer gave himself up 
and is now in jan with Jones. One 
of the escaped men was badly 
wounded by a shot from the hunter’s 
gun fired into the car when Conductor Odum 
was accidentally shot. O'Dwyer is unin- 
jured and is a resident of this city and bears 
a hard reputation. Latest reports have it 
that Jones’ injuries were chiefly at the hands 
of Fireman Charles McCullough, who, during 
the struggle onthe engine, struck Jones on 
the head witha monkey wrench; knocking 
the robber clear out of the cab. 

D. L. Jones, the principalof the robbers, 
was interviewed inthe jail. He said: **My 
home is in Oxford Mills, Io. I havea father 
and two brothers living there. Icame from 
St. Louis to Centralia Monday with James 
Harding of Danville, III., and Chas. O’Dwyer 
ofthis place and ascertained that the Chi- 
cago Limited would be the Dest ‘hold-up’ of 
any of the trains coming into this city. Ar- 
rangements were made to meetat the home 
of O- Dwyer in this city altér the robbery and 
divide the spoils.’’ 

Jones, continuing, 
was intended for nis father, 
tressed circumstances. 


A fourth man, whose nameis yet unknown 
to the railway officials, was caught about 6 
o’clock this morning at Odin, a town about 
ten miles north of here. When train 
No. 4 on the Illinois Central 
reached Odin, a man was seen to jump 
from the smoing car before the train stop 
ped. He started onarun across the flelds 
toward the Baltimore & Ohio depot, where 
the south-bound train was standing. The 
Town Marshal of Odin saw him, gave chase 
and captured him. The prisoner protested 
his innocence. Town Marshal Bever an 
Illinois Central Agents Bevington and Lin- 
ton at Centralia were notified of the capture 
and went at once to Odin to question the 
man, 

When Nichols and Hardin were captured a 
greatcrowd of the towspeople of Centralia 
had gathered about the railroad station, and 
asthe prisoners were brought in thecry of 
lynch them’’ was raised. Ropes were in 
readiness and only the courage and coolness 
of the officers saved the robbers from death 
at the hands of the mob.

THE CONDUCTOR’S STORY. 

Carro, III., Sept. 21.—Conductor Andy Odum 
of Illinols Central train No. 8, that was held 
up at Centralia, says: We had stopped at 
the Jacksonville & Southeastern crossing 
when a rope ladder was thrown 
over the baggage and express 
car. Three men climbed up the 
ladder and swung into the car. A brakeman 
was in the car, who with the rest of the 
occupants thoughtthe men were wanting 
to steal a ride and ordered them off. They 
did not obey but closed in upon the men and 
commenced firing. Engineer Young and 
Fireman McDonald ran back to render assist 
ance, and in the fight were wounded 
slightly, the engineer in the hip and arm and 
the fremarg under the chin. 

A switchman named Sanders, who had 
been up the road hunting and was in 
the passenger coach, hearing shoot - 
ing started forward with his 
shotgun and aid g00 | work 
wounded one of the robbers and would have 
mea all if the trainmen had not been in his 
way. The wounded robber rolled out of 
the car and was captured, giving the 
name of Jones. He was shot 
in the hip and head. From 
his confession two other parties have been 
arrested—one O. Dwyer, a former brakeman 
on the Illinois Central, living at Centralia, 
and Martin Nichols; who lives in st. Louis. 
Conductor Odum was shot in the hand, 
The engineer, fireman and robber were left 
at Centralia. 


THE MONEY IN THE SAFE. 

CurcaGo, Sept. 21.—The officials of the 
American Express Co. were notified early 
this morning of the attempted robbery and 
two of them left for Centralia at s o’clock on 
the fast mall. It is not known how much 
money was in the express messenger’s care 
pat it is said that the amount would exceed 
$50,000. It is believed by the raliroad em- 
that the robbers were three men who 

nad been seen loitering around the Centralia 
depot all day jesterday. The niaht betore 
they were driven off the same train just after

While standing 
in this position Sanders, a hunter who Hap- 
pened to be on the train, came forward and 
shotat the robber through the open door, 
striking him ia the face and neck and 
slightly wounding me in the hand, 
The robbers then fied. I stepped off the car 
and saw the robber Jones knocked off the 
engine and stopped him and turned him over 
to the night watchman of the mines. Ithen 
went to the engine and was told by 
the fireman that the engineer was killed. 
There were only three shots fred 


in the car by the robbers and 
neither of them were effective. There 
hav? been about a dozen suspects 
arrested and discharged this morning by the 
searching parties. Jones claims there were 
but three in the robbery, James Harding 
being the only one that is at liberty. Con- 
a Odum said he was positive there were 
our. 

O’Dwyer positively refuses to make any 
confession.

The report is supposed to have grown 
out of the affair at Centralia.

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LOVEOR DEATH 


A London Electrician Shoots His 
Faithless Sweetheart. 


And Blows Out His Brains Standing 
by Her Side 


THE NEW OBJECT OF HER AFFECTIONS 
ALSO WOUNDED. 


She Was an Empire Theater Dancing 
Girl—-A Constab‘e Kills a Man Who 
Resists Arrest and Is Himself Wound- 
d- Fearful Ena of a White Woman in 
a Negro Den-A Child’s Horrible 
Death. 


’ LONDow, England, Sept. 21.—Much excite. 
ment has been caused in music hall circles 
by the shooting early this morning of Miss 
Daisy Montague, a well-known dancer at the 
Empire Theater, and the gentleman who was 
escorting her to her home in Regent Square, 
Gray’s Inn Koad. The police Investigation 
into the shooting has revealed the fact that 
the murderer who after fatally shooting Miss 
Montague and her escort, committed suicide 
by shooting himself was named Leo Percy. 
He was an electrician. 

The shooting was prompted by jealousy. 
Percy had been engaged to marry Miss Mon- 
tague, dut a short time ago the latter broke 
of the engagement, having, it appears, 
formed a friendship with the man whom 
Percy shot this morning. Percy brooded over 
his disappointment and attributed Miss Mon- 
tague’s action in breaking the engagement 
to the tact that the man who had supplanted 
himinher affections had more money than 
he had, his rival being a wealthy tradesman 
named Samuel Garcio. 

Last night, after the Empire Theater was 
closed, Percy, who was watching Miss Mon- 
tague, saw her meet Garcia and start for 
home with him. Percy followed them, and 
whena quiet street was reached, he has- 
tened his steps and came up close to them. 
Without uttering a word he drew a revolver 
and fired several shots at them, all of which 
took effect. A constable heard the shots and 


ran in the direction whence came the sound. 
When he arrived he found Miss Montague and 
Garcia lying on the sidewalk with blood 
pouring from their wounds, while beside 
them lay Percy dead, he having shot himself 
through the head. 


A WOMAN’S HORRIBLE END. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 21.—In a Vine 
street dive at 8 o’clock to-day Jennie Harrill, 
a notorious white woman, was found cold in 
death, lying on the bare floor with scarcely 
enough clothes on to cover her person. 
There isa mystery surrounding her death. 
Some say she took morphine and others that 
Geo. Hawkins, a burly negro, with whom 
she has lived for three years, killed her by 
choking her to death. e is now 
under arrest awaiting investigation. 
The death of the Harrill woman 
has developed the tact that there are scores 
of white women Tiving with negroes in vari 
ous parts of the city’s tough localitis. The 
woman has been in trouble several times - 
fore, and John Smalls is now serving a term 
in the penitentiary for cutting her. 

John M. Hargo, a prominent colored attor- 
ney or this city, was found dead near Coal 
Creek this morning. Foul play is suspected. 


TWO WIVES DISAPPEARED. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 21.—A Hollander by the 
name of Henry de Jong has been arrested in 
this city on suspicion of having done away 
with his wife. Early last spring De Jong 
married Sarah Jewitt, a young English girl, 
whom he took to Holland on a bridal tour. 
Shortly after their return to this city Mrs. 
De Jong mysteriously disappeared. Nothing 
was thought of the matter until De Jong 
married for the second time, which created 
some little talk, but he soon put a quietus to 
the gossip by informing hisfriends that he 
has secured a divorce from his first wife. 
Now his second wife has disappeared as mys- 
teriously as his first and he has been arrested 
by the police pending an investigation.

They Hops to Succeed in Averting Threat:

Lowpon, Sept. 21.—The threat of 3 
ment by the guns of the insurgent fleet still 
hangs over the Brazilian capital. 

Contradicting the statement made by the 
Brazilian Minister to Engiand, sSenhor 
a’ Arinos, last night, and cabled to America, 
that quiet prevailed at Rio, dispatches were 
received by a banking firm here to-day con- 
Orming the news cabled yesterday that Ad 
miral Melios had given the Government 
notice that faflure tosurrender the city would 
be followed by bomhardment. 

To-day’s advices state that the cause of the 
delay of the rebel commander to put his 
threat of shélling Rio into execution is due 
to negotiations which have been in prog- 
ress since the Admiral’s ultimatum was re- 
ceived, between the rebels and the represen- 
‘tatives of the government of President 
Peixoto. 


— —— 


TO SAVE THE CITY. 

These negotiations were entered into at the 
earnest request of the representatives of the 
foreign powers, backed up by the commanders 
of the foreign war vessels who have deter- 
mined to leave no stone unturned to save Rio 
from the ruin and slaughter that would 
ensue if the batteries of the ships were let 
loose upon the town. It is predicted that the 
negotiations now in progress will amount to 
nothing. They are prolonged in order to 
allow noncombatants to escape from the city 
and to enable merchants and others to make 
allthe provisions possible for the safety of 
their wares. 

People in Rio admit that the revolt against 
Peixoto has grown to such proportions that 
it win be detter to let Rio fall into the hands 
of the insurgentsthan to expose it tothe 
fearfal bom”»ardment it may at any moment 
receive from the rebel fleet. 

The rebels at Rio are now in communica- 
tion with the rebel forces in the south and 
all parties opposed to Peixoto areacting in 
unison, 

There is no doubt in London that the rebels 
are meeting with success and that the cause 
of President Peixoto grows more desperate 
every hotr. Nobody here would be sur- 
prised to hear at any moment that President 
Peixoto had resigned and thet Rio has sur- 
rendered to the rebels. A report was in clir- 
culation here this morning that the rebels 
had occupied Rio. 

JOINED THE INSURGENTS. 

It is reported that the Governor of the 
State of Sao Paulo has declared for the in- 
surgents. It is in this State that the great 
coffee port of Santos is situated. Its people 
are called the Yankees of Braril, because of 
their enterprise. Yesterday’s dispatches 
stated that Santos had falleninto the bands 
of the insurgents. 

In the capture of Hicktheroy, Admiral 
Mellos obtained a large supply of coal,!pro- 
visions andammunition. The Government 
forces lost sixty killed and 120 wounded in 
the fight. 

The rebel fleet now consists of six war- 
ships, three torpedo boats, many tugs,trans- 
ports and launches, making a fleet of about 
thirty fighting ships. They are all well 
provisioned, and have been divided into 
squadrons under capable commanders loyal 
to the rebel Admiral. 

SAILING SOUTHWARD. 

The big cruiser Republica, with her twenty- 
ton guns, and four gunboats have put to sea. 
Their destination is Rio Grande do Sul. 
Aboard the Republica are several chiefs of 
Mellos’ party. The vessel will go first to 
Santos, thence to Porto Alegro, afterward to 
Rio Grande, where the navy will co-operate 
with fhe land forces under Gen. Saraiva. The 
garrison in the fort at Rio Grande is all pre- 
pared to resist an attack expected from tbe 
Republica. Under forced marches the land 
forces of revolters in Santa Anna advanced 
toward Bio Grande Oity. It is proposed to 
attack the city by land simultaneously with 
the bombardment of the city by the Repub- 
lica and other rebel war ships. 


MELLOS A MONARCHIST. 
Through members of the Brazilian legation 
it ie learned that the rebel leader, Admiral 
Mellos, has always been regarded as a royal. 
ist, and the re-establishment of the empire of 
Brasil may de the outcome of the present 
struggle. 


PRESSING THEIR ADVANTAGE. 

New Yor«, Sept. 21.—A dispatch from Mon- 
tevideo, printed here this morning, says: 
ra voradhle news for the revolutionary party 
at Rio has been received here, The rebels are 
becoming bolder and are pressing the ad- 
vantages they have gained. All vessels with 
supplies are prevented from entering the 
city. For the present hostilities are sus- 
pended, pending negotiations for the city’s

Brazil’s wise ruler, Emperor Dom 
Pedro II., was deposed on Nov. 16, 1889. He 
was sent out of the country on the following 
day on the steamer Alagoas, which carried 
him to Lisbon, Portugal. With him sailed 
his wife, the Empress, and his daughter, 
Princess Isabel, her husband, the Count a’ 
Eu, and their family. The Empress died on 
the 28th of the following December, but Dom 
Pedro lived until Dec, 4, 1891, when he died 
in Paris. 

Dom Pedro belonged to the Braganza fami- 
ly, whose members have been in authority in 
Portugal for ages. Portugal is really the 
mother of Brazil, and Dom Pedro inherited 
his position in the latter country from his 
father, who left Portugal to take the reins of 
government in the South American country. 
When Dom Pedro was compelled to abdicate 
he came back to Portugal, but his reception 
was notacordlalone. He took up his resi- 
dence in Lisbon, but finding the social and 
political atmosphere of that city uncongenial 
he moved to Oporto. His cousins inthe Bra- 
ganza family treated him very severely. His 
enforced abdication was traced and attribu- 
ted to the liberal principles he had adopted. 
While making his memorable tour througa 
the United states the Emperor was accus- | 
tomed to refer to Brazilas a Republic except 
in name. ‘hey attributed his downfall to his 
advocacy of ideas that resulted in the es- 
tablishment ofa Republic. 

There is now an perial party in Brasil, 
but it is not powerful. Ever since the ban- 
ishment of the Ir and his family, Prin- 
cess Isabel, who ‘is a talented and forceful 
woman, has hoped to see the monarchy re- 
stored and her son crowned ruler of the em- 
pire. This son is Prince Pedro. now 16 years 
old, But there is another grandson of Dom 
Pedro who has been regarded as the 
a of the Imperialists in Brazil. He 
is Prince Augusto, and 32 years old, Augusto 
is the eldest son of Dom Pedro’s youngest 
daughter Leopoldina, who married Prince 
August of Saxe-Coburg. Until 1875, the old 
Emperor regarded August as heir to the 
throne and he was always a great favorite 
with the kind-hearted ruler. But in 1875 
Prince Pedro was born, and being the son of 
the Emperor’s eldest daughter, became heir 
apparent to the Brazilian throne. ;

It has also de- 
Clared Jersey City, N. J., to be infected, and 
all vessels that left that city subsequent to 
Aug. 81 for Spanish ports will be quarantined 
upon arrival. The action of the Government 
in respect to Jersey City is due the informa. 
tion furnished by the Spanish Consul at New 
York of the existence of a choleraic disorder 
in Jersey City. Omcial information also hay- 
ing reached the Government of the existence 
of yellow fever at Tampa, Fla., all vessels 
that left that port since Aug. 2, bound for 
Spanish ports, will be quarantined,

THE ABUSE OF COURTESY 
The man who on the ground of courtesy 
would permit another. to take the reins 
and drive a team for which he is responsi- 
ble to destruction would be guilty of an 
act of folly. The man who would let his 
house be run, his goods stolen or his busi- 
ness destroyed on the plea of courtesy 
would merit contempt asa silly milksop. 
Yet this is the folly of which the Senate 
majority is guilty when it permits the 
minority to abuse the freedom of debate to 
defeat legislation for which the country is 
suffering: If the plea of Senatorial cour- 
tesy is sufficient to enable a minor- 
ity to indefinitely obstruct business 


and prevent the majority from carry- 
ing cut its will, the execution of the 


will of the people through their represen- 
tatives in Congress is a mockery. The 
minority is more powerful than the 
majority. 

Freedom of discussion is of the utmost 
importance in free government, but when 
that freedom 1s abused to defeat the ends 
of government it becomes a menace. All 
demands upon courtesy cease when it is 
abused. The first indication of an absence 
of senatorial courtesy and freedom of de- 
bate for selfish purposes on the part of the 
minority is ample warrant for the majority 
to assertits right and power of control. 

The Senate minority against the repeal 
of the Sherman law has not only given in- 
dication of an abuse of Senatorial courtesy 
to prevent repeal, but has defiantly 
proclaimed its intention to do 80 
by allthe arts of filibustering. If the 
Senate majority permits the minority to 
accomplish this purpose or even to en- 
danger popular interests through delay it 
is false to its trust and the men who com- 
pose it are unworthy of the confidence and 
power reposed in them by the people. 


ABOUT TITHES. 


Our readers have to-day the pleasure of 
reading another able letter from the Rector 
of the Parish of the Holy Communion on 
the righteousness of compulsory tithe pay- 
ments for the support of the Anglican 
Church, and on the wickedness of reliev- 
ing dissenters and others from such a bur- 
den. 

More than 250 years have elapsed since 
Selden incurred the wrath of the clergy 
and was forced by the Star Chamber to 
recant his refutation of the previously re- 
ceived doctrine that tithes existed by 
Divine Right and were instituted with 
Christianity by Divine Fiat. Itisto be 
hoped that an American newspaper can 
at the close of the nineteenth century 
question the righteousness of tithes with- 
out being arraigned for church robbery or 
for ‘‘attacking’’ any church. 

The defense of the Church Establishment 
and of the inviolability of its tithing 
powers was-after Selden's time shifted to 
the plea that ‘‘the church generally pos- 
sesses no property as a corporation, or 
which is applicable to general purposes, 
but that each particular ecclesiastical cor- 
poration, whether aggregate or sole, 
has its property ‘ separate, distinc 
and inalienable, according to the 
intention of the original endow- 
ment.’’ But this important principle, 
as Cripps saysin his work on ‘‘Law Re- 
lating to the Church and Clergy,’’ was 
given up without an effort to defend it 
some fifty years ago, when, for the sake of 
equalizing the distribution of church reve- 
nues, the control of church property and 
revenues was vested in a single central 
corporation called the Eclesiastical Com- 
mission, which was composed of arch- 
bishops, bishops, deans and other func- 
tionaries, and was empowered to buy and 
hold and control property for the church, 
notwithstanding the mortmain “statute, 
and to appropriate the surplus revenues of 
the richer parishes, sees, etc. , to the sup- 
port of poorer ones and the maintenance 
of new places of worship. 

It is not to be expected that an ardent 
churchman whose whole life is devoted to 
church work can readily see anything but 
sacrilegious robbery .in legislation com- 
muting tithes or impairing any ancient 
church privilege. It is to be expected that 
he will see in newspaper approval of Glad - 
stone’s method of divorcing Church and 
State, nothing but a malignantly hostile 
attack upon the religious body of which 
Mr. Gladstone is himself a loving and life- 
long supporter. 

But surely we may hope tc convince an 
exceptionally able and fair-minded clergy- 
man that we do not hate toshow regular 
payments out of a government treasury for 
church purposes in order to prove that the 
government supports the church. 

Without collecting a dollar of tax for 
such a purpose or paying a dollar aut of

But for this government favor and sup- 
port, Bow could the Protestant Church of 
England have succeeded to the properties, 
,endowments and privileges originally 
‘conferred by Roman Catholic property- 
owners and rulers upon the Roman Cath- 
ollie church of England? Without ques- 
tioning the legitimacy of this succession 
or the authority which sanctioned it, we 
simply hold that the same authority 
is competent now, for considerations of 
social and political expediency, to again 
resume or buy back its grants or with- 

draw or transfer its support. 

That the tithes are nota tax, but a debt 
as justly due the Aaglican Church from 
Englishmen of every generation or re- 
ligious belief as are the debts they owe for 
money borrowed or property purchased 
seems to us an utterly untenable proposi- 
tion. For what consideration or by what 
contract does the Englishman of the pres- 
ent day incurany fair obligation to give 
one-tenth of his live stock increase or one- 
tenth of the produce of his land and labor 
to one church while he voluntarily sup- 
ports another church? 

Can any government commit or connive 
ata worse robbery than by permitting a 
primitive generation of property owners 
and lawmakers to entail fixed and irre- 
pealable taxes and rent charges on all the 
land, labor and resources of a nation, to 
be paid by succeeding generations in per- 
petuity? 

The right of temporary owners to entail 
perpetual burdens on property has been 
maintained in England merely because it 
is essential to the preservation of a hered- 
itary nobility and a privileged and aristo- 
cratic church. American law permits no 
such thingand the American Protestant 
Episcopal Church has not burdened itself 
with the defense of any such unholy and 
unchristian alliance. It enjoys the freedom 
which Magna Charta vainly promised to the 
Mother Church of England. It lives upon 
the voluntary support freely accorded 
for the spiritual comfort it affords 
and for the good it does in promoting 
virtue, charity and brotherly love. No 
government dictates its faith or discipline. 
It is as independent of State control as the 
primitive Church of the Apostles was when 
its kingdom was not of this world, and its 
pastors are not obliged, to even a limited 
extent, to be courtiers and place-hunters, 
thinking more of patrons, living and 
preferments than of eternal things.

THE DUC DE SLOP3, 

How the truly great man may make the 
most insignificant and repulsive office con- 
tribute to his glory and prestige has been 
signally illustrated by Col. Butler in the 
humble role of slop collector. When in 
the overruling power and wisdom of his 
boss-ship Mr. Butler decreed that no one 
but himself should serve the people of St. 
Louis in this malodorous capacity no one 
dreamed of the magnificent possibilities of 
emolument and dignity contained therein, 
the development of which has fairly earned 
for the talented incumbent the lofty title 
of the Duc de Slops.

„and he also established a board which 
takes a man’s income from him and gives it 
to histenant. Pernaps he will do the same 
in England, and it he doesthat, and confis- 
cates all the land in the realm, all the prop- 
erty ot all the corporate bodies, and of the 
dissenters, too, What an outcry there would 
be against his injustice! But it of one of these 
parties, why not all? And here allow me to 
ask parenthetically what is the Episcopalian 
Church of Ireland and the Episcopalian 
Church of England? Does the Post DISPATCH 
claimthe right to rename historic bodjes 
whose existence is measured by centures? 

Iam sorry I was captious, and apologize 
fortuat. Idid not mean to be; but your 
editoriat was an attack upon a“ religious body 
with which thousands in this land are iden- 
tified spiritually,’’ and one whicb contfa- 
dicts history. You have not met that point. 

„Dr. (r., if you please) Robert's ques- 
tions’’ were based upon the unsustainable 
assertions of your editorial. They are pert! 
nent. You do not reply to them by stating 
the changes that have taken place in the 
social conditions of England to which the 
church has accommodated herself. ‘**Mem- 
bers of the Establisued Church’’ used to have 
the exclusive right to sit in Parliament de- 
cause there was no other church for them to 
join, and Parliament was always opened 
then with divine service, all the members 
communicating. When dissent arose the 
custom ceased. It does not strike me that 
this is a matter for which she should be in- 
directly reproached. Ihe Bishops sit in the 
House of Lords as Leers ofthe realm. They 
ure Peers by the same authority that enno- 
bles the temporal lords, only their rights are 
not heritabie. I should like much to see them 
out of it, andlam sure many of the Bishops 
would be glad to co. But what has all this to 
do with your first editorial or my. reply? 

You repeat your charge in another form. 
The tithe is collected by law. Do you 
know of any honest debt that is not collect- 
able by law?’’ You simply repeat your first 
charge without advancing a scrap of evi- 
dence that there is collected by law the 
amount of $21,000,000 a year for the support of 
the state Church from a population nearly 
one-half of whom belong to dissenting 
churehes.’’ Does the fact that people 
in England een to dissenting 
churches’’ make it hard for the dry goods 
manorthe shoe man to collect his honest 
debts from them *‘by law,’’ if necessary? I 
would like to see the proof of the statement 
that ‘‘nearly half of the population of En- 
giand ‘‘belongto dissenting churches.’’ It 
would be a great boon to the ‘*Dissenters’’ 
if you could furnish it to them. But the 
census, as far as Dissenters will permit an 
answer, and the attendance at the churches, 
andthe record of baptisms, burials, mar- 
riages and the religion of the enlisted men of 
thearmy and navy show that more than 
two-thirds of the English people are Church- 
men. 

It seems to be taken for granted that if the 
church is disendowed the people will in some 
way reap the Denefit, and pocket the spoils. 
Surely the PosT-DISPATCH Knows that every 
penny of it would go to increase the incomes 
ot the lords of the manor, The money would 
be simply taken from the church and turned 
Over to the men whose incomes are already 
large. And this would be a double wrong; 
for the man who holds land by inheritance 
only owns nine-tenths of it, andone who pur- 
chases land to-day, pays for only nine-tenths 
of it, so that when tne church is disendowed 


its property would be turned over as a free 


gift to those who own too much of it now. 

I do not understand, and I donot like your 
use of the word ‘*quibble.’’ 1 trust the 
POST- DISPATCH did not mean to say that the 
present writer condescended to any such 
practice. Itisinthe same paragraph that 
it is charged that ‘‘Catholic England“ 
robbed chucches and monasteries. KExactly.

Mr. Gladstone and his 
supporters propose to loot the church and 
take her property away as he did that of Ire- 
land, diverting it to other uses than those 
for which private persons devotedit. They 
cr to turn Westminster Abbey and St. 

’aul’s and all the cathedrals and parish 
churches of England to secular uses, and 
make them public hails; but mark you, these 
gentlemen propose to leave the dissenters in 
possession of all their endowments. If the 
Post- DISPATCH considers this honest and 
true, and of good report, then I am sorry for 
the Post-DIsSPaTcH! 

I make a thousand apologies for the length 
of this letter; but you have made so many 
suggestions that need attention thatI must 
throw the blame on you. I have nothing 
further to say, exceptthatI have purposely 
abstained from replying to the wild charges 
of corruption and all that. I cannot think the 
writer weighed his words wnen he put such 
an amusing travesty of the life and good 
works of the Church of England in cold type.

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Iowans Numerous in Jackson Fark—Con- 
tinued Celebration. 
Wortp’s Farr Grounps, Sept. 
attendance yesterday, 177,428. 
Iowa celebrated again to-day with in- 
creased attractions. Reinforcements came 
in by the thousands from Iowa and the at- 
tencance was further increased by the 
sportsmen and fishermen who held interest- 


ing exercises. This was the day of speech- 
making for lowans, and some of the best 
orators of the State made addresses. At 
10:30 o’clock the cadets from the State 
Agricultural College and the Root Drill 
Corps formed parade front at the west 
end of the Midway Plaisance. The Iowa 
State Band was at the head of the procession 
which marched tothe Administration plaza, 
and from there alongthe lake front tothe 
Iowa State building. The drives were lined 
with people who wore lowa badges and the 
cadetsaad drill corps met witha general 
ovation. Arriving atthe State building the 
procession disbanded and the drill corps 
ga ve a drill. As they executed dificult mili- 

tary evolutions they were applauded by the 
delighted Hawkeyes. A gatling gun drill fol- 

lowed by the cadets, which was received 
with as great enthusiasm as the drill corps’ 

work. 

The speaking attracied a big crowd. Gov. 
Boles and staff, the invited guests, headed 
by the State band, marched to the hall. 
The bullding had been beautifully decorated 
and the guides rapidly seated the visitors.Qn 
the platform were Gov. Boles, the members 
of his staff, State Commissioners and promi- 
nent citizens from Iowa.The opening speech, 
welcoming Iowa to the Fair, was made by 
James Crossby of the Iowa State Conimis- 
sion. This was followed by music dy a quar- 
tette. 

Miss Genevieve Shaffer gave a vocai solo. 
Gov. Boles was then introduced. His ap- 
pearance was received with a general round 
of applause. He spoke at some iength, 
picturing the beauties of the Fair, and tell- 
ing of the part taken in the Exposition by 
Iowa. The orationof the day was delivered 
by Wm. McFarland, Secretary of State. 

Vocal selections were rendered by Miss 
Marie Chambers and Miss Jennie M. Sugg. 
A poem was then read by Mrs. Lucian Bar- 
ber. W. Buchanan, Chief of the Department 
of Agriculture, made an address. Mrs. Isa- 
bella Hooker also spoke. 

The Executive Committee of the World’s 
Fair directory have decided not to extend 
the time of the Exposition after the time 
fixed by Congress. There was a unanimous 
feeling against the proposition to send a rep- 
resentative to Washington to ask Congress 
to extend the time. It was practically 
agreed that the gates should de closed at 12 
o clock on the night of Oct. 30.

FOREST FIRES. 


Awtul Sweep ofthe Fiames inthe North- 
west Ccuntry. 


Drapwoop, 8. D., Sept. 21.—Forest fires 
raged all day yesterday in the neighborhood 
of Lead City and at 5 o’clock inthe evening 
had reached the town. The Homestake Saw- 
mills and lumber yard yielded first, and then 
the frame buildings began to go. Fifteen 
hundred men from surrounding towns are 
trying bard to save a part of this city of 5,000 
souls. 

At 6 o’clock the fire had reached the foot- 
hills five miles east of Deadwood and threat- 
ened ranch property. Henry Stearns’ prop- 
erty was Durned tothe round and he drove 
two miles through flame to escape. His 
wife, mother, brother and three children 
are dangerously burned, Charles Trever’s 
bulldings are Durned. Smoke is dense and 
suffocating. 

Within three miles of Deadwood the Cont!l- 
nental Hotel buildings, worth $12,000; the 
Cliff House bulldings, 32,000; Pfunder’s ranch 
bulldings, $6,000, and Thompson’s Hotel, 
$#,000, are all destroyed. Ihe Burton MIII 
and dwelling-house, valued at $12,000, were 
burned. 

Forty-two square miles of territory are 
burned bare. Nine hundred Deadwood men 
are patrolliag the hills, extinguishing fires
